Field Marshal von der Goltz Declares Reoccupation of

LONDON—Field Marshal von der 
Goltz, like the good friend of Turkey he 
has always been, has just written, in 
Der Tag, of Berlin, a strong defense, 
from a political and military standpoint, 
of the advance of the Turks from 
Tchataldja with a view of the reoccupa- 
tion of Thrace. 

From a purely political point of view, 
declares, the Turkish advance was 
sound. Something of the sort was nec- 
essary if the nation was to be roused 
from a sense of oppression and indiffer- 
ence to a new realization of national 
life. The occupation of Thrace offered 
just the necessary object lesson. The 
very point at which it aimed, 
Adrianople, was bound to attract the 
attention of the empire, and so convince 
it of the rehabilitation of the army, and 
of the fact that the national spirit was 
by no means crushed. 

The field marshal carefully points out 
that he knows nothing of the tortuous 
methods of the diplomacy of the chan- 
celleries.

LEIPZIG. Germany-—The German 
|Reichspostverwaltung has decided to lay 
a telephone cable from Berlin to Cologne. 
This will be the first cable working over 
‘long distances in Germany. The first see- 
ition, from Magdeburg to Hannover, is 
|to be finished next year, and it is ex- 
pected that the whole line will be finished 
by the year 1915. 

The cable contains 50 wires. It is 
enclosed in a case of cement. The cost 
of this cable will amount to 20,000,000 
marks. In spite’ of this sum being so 
large, the system is expected to be 
cheaper than the overhead wire system, 
the wires of the latter suffering from 
being exposed to the weather

One thing is plain to all, the decep- 
tions practised by the great powers, 
which have been plainly revealed time 
and time again throughout the year, are 
being reproduced by the Balkan states, 
who have now arrived at a stage where 
no promise is sacred and a state of sav- 
agery prevails. Politics are conducted on 
the plan of catch who catch can, and 


every one is preparing to make fresh seiz- | 


ures of territory if occasion offers. 

Servia is demanding money compensa- 
tion. She needs funds badly enough, but 
it is very uncertain whether Bulgaria 
will be prepared to pay a war indemnity. 
Meanwhile relations between Greece and 
Servia, the new allies, are strained, while 
news of Rumania’s fresh encroachments 
in Bulgaria are not encouraging to those 
who hope for peace. 


Russia and Austria to Fore 


The main point in all conflicts in the | 


Balkans is the view taken in Vienna, 
and the way it is regarded in St. 
Petersburg. What actually happens in 
the way of division of territory can 
only be permanent after the two great 
powers in the Balkans have given a 
tacit consent. 

Although the small states down south 
have treated St. Petersburg remon- 
strances and Vienna counsels in a some- 
what cavalier fashion, the diplomatists 
in Austria and Russia really hold the 
reins of management. It is thus a mat- 
ter for rejoicing that there is a certain 
small modicum of agreement between 
the two countries, at the present time, 
on Balkan affairs. This agreement can 
be perhaps properly characterized by 
the words of a statesman who said that 
“Conversation between the countries was 
now possible.” 

All reports that the terms on which 
the two countries stand are more cor- 
dial than this are quite unfounded. Aus 
tria still suspects Russian plans of ag- 
grandizement in the Balkans; not that 
she thinks for an instant that Russia 
wishes for territory down south, 
that she desires to establish her infiu- 
ence at the expense of her neighbor, who 
dreams of-colonial expansion in the Bal- 
kans and who fully intends to establish 


her trade and commerce in the imme-

REGRET NOTE-IS SENT 


W ASHINGTON— Advices received at 
at the state department today continue 
to convey the belief that the Mexican 
situation has resolved itself into a ques.

Ambassador Page wes instructed to 
express to Sir Edward Grey the régret 
of the American government that a| dip- 
lomatic official of the United States 
“should nave been guilty of such an im- 
propriety.” 

The action of the administration here 
followed receipt of a cablegram from 
Ambassador Page officially confirming 
the despatch which had quoted a state- 
ment from the British government that - 
it had recognized the Huerta regime in 
Mexico alo.g with France and Germany 
after “a congratulatory speech” to 
President Huerta by Ambassador Wilson 
on behalf of the diplomatic corps in Mex- 
ico City. 

The official interpretation of the 
statement here was that Great Britain 
at the time believed from Ambassador 
Wilson’s act that the United States in- 
tended to recognize the Huerta govern- 
ment.

These are to be carefully 
basted into place, and then the 
satin stitch may be put in. 

If one prefers to do her own 
stamping, the paptr patterns, re- 
quiring only the pressure of a 
warm iron, are most satisfactory. 
The stencil, for one’s monogram, 
is little if any more expensive 
than buying the transfer letters, 
and it has the advantage, of course, 
of being somewhat more distinct- 
ive than the regulation stock 
letters.

The 
making of such heavy desserts means the 
use of too large a quantity of lard, bat- 
ter and-such heavy and cloying ingre- 
dients, as well as the heating of the 
kitchen unnecessarily while they are cook- 
ing, says the Woman's Magazine. 

Serve seasonable fresh fruits, well 
cooled and carefully picked over so as 
to have them appear at their best; or, 
if preferred, serve them in the form of ice 
cream? or refreshing water ices. It takes 
neither more time nor material to pre- 
pare ice cream than a pie, and the re- 
sults will be more appreciated if the for- 
mer is served instead of the latter. 

Where a gas range is used, it will! be 
found a decided economy to purchase a 
steam cooker and a smal! portable oven, 
either of which will fit over one burner 
of the gas range and which afford ample 
space to cook for a family of three or 
four. With the steam cooker an entire 
meal, with the possible exception of a 
sauce or gravy, can be cooked over one 
burner. 

The portable oven is the same as is 
used for an oil stove, and will bake any- 
thing which can be baked in a larger oven 
equally well with one fourth the con- 
sumption of gas. Pies, cakes, muffins and 
bread bake evenly and brown perfectly, 
while meats and poultry can be roasted 
just as in the large oven, 

The fireless cooker is too well known 
now to require any exploiting as a sum- 
mer helper. It has passed the experi- 
mental stage, and, winter or summer, is 
a decided asset to the woman who does 
her own cooking. 

Rolls and muffins for breakfast can be 
cooked in the evening while dinner is be- 
ing prepared, and they will taste just as 
fresh if well heated in the morning.

EXTRACTS OR DEEP STUDY OF WRITERS 


ERE is much debate among book 

lovers over the expedience or the 
justice of abridged votumes of literary 
classicn These include the actual! 
abridgment of gréat works as well as 
the selection of best poems, essays or 
novels. On the one hand it really seems 
in view of tHe great body of great lit- 
erature that to none but folk devoted to 
literature as a profession—and indeed 
to few of these—is it even distantly pos- 
sible to encompass. the whole seven seas 
of literature, their bays and coves and 
tributary streams. The man in the street 
—#s0 often represented as the man who 
reads while he runs (Habbakuk wanted 
him to read and then run)—is easily 
persuaded that he can go to sea in a 
bowl, as it were, or explore the ocean 
with a tin cup. He thinks that if the 
quintessence of the work of the great 
writers is put at his disposal in handy 
form he may know what people mean 
when they refer to Wordsworth’s great 
ode\or to the pranks of Becky Sharp, 
extol the charm of “Diana of the Cross- 
ways” or the pathos of Shelley's tribute 
to a brother poet. In short, he thinks 
it better to know a little about the great 
writers than nothing at all. 


without a pretty comprehensive survers 
of his thought. Is it too much to say 
that no one can really follow Words- 
worth’s thought in “Intimations of Im- 
mortality” who does not know a good 
deal about Wordsworth, his poetic ideals, 
his whole attitude towards what he sum- 
marizes as God and nature and human 
life? 

There is another argument against the 
theory of selection. Rarely are two read- 
ers agreed on what is the actual great- 
est of any man’s writing. Even when 
certain poems or essays or novels are ad- 
mitted by wide consensus of opinion to 
be the greatest, these may not have for 
the reader so deep appeal as some ob- 
seurer thing which he chances on for him- 
self. The great works become hack- 
neyed; one half knows them without 
ever’ having really read them. Then 
some smaller work .that is one’s own 
discovery may have a fresher message. 

To know only a writer's most finished 
work, moreover, is not to know the 
writer himself. It is exactly as if one 
met any friend always on dress parade. 
One needs to know him in many moods 
and when he is not s0 consciously under 
observation.

gerate. The statue has been erected on the 
tumulus at Framnes, above the Sogne Fiord ; 
and here, lifted on its rocky pedestal thirty- 
nine feet above the soil, 1t towers a monu- 
ment, in the words of the Kaiser, to the 
unity of those races of Germanic origin, the Anglo-Saxons, the 
Germans and the Scandinavians, one in blood, as they were one in 
tribal ancestry. 

For just a quarter of a century, on the day of Waterloo, the 
German war lord has preserved the peace of his empire. The master 
of the most perfect fighting machine the world has perhaps ever seen, 
he has employed it on no more bellicose enterprise than his wonder- 
ful ancestor found for the Potsdam giants. And now, at the end 
of this quarter of a century, in spite of many rebuffs, he presents, 
with tireless patience, the same policy of a Germanic confederation, 
and there are signs that the world is beginning to understand. 

The futile antagonism between the Anglo-Saxon and the Ger- 
man is failing for very lack of reason, and every hour the possibility 
of a collision between the two is lessening. The Scandinavians, 
always good friends to the Anglo-Saxons, are all the time drawing 
nearer to the Germans. As each, in turn, takes stock of its posi- 
tion, its eyes rest on the same danger. Across her eastern frontier 
Germany has ever before her the horror of the Cossack. Between 
the upper millstone of Russia and the nether millstone of France, 
she arms, and arms, and arms. Across their eastern boundary, the 
Scandinavian people see always before them the terror of the Cos- 
sack. The liberties of Finland have been engulfed, and the “*North- 
ern Colossus” threatens more and more to press through the penin- 
sula to the warm water. The watchers in Britain look out towards 
the east, and whether in Persia, in Afghanistan, or in Tibet, they 
see the Muscovite agent always busy and never tired. In Chris- 
tiania, Copenhagen and Stockholm, they are beginning to see that 
only by an alliance with Berlin can the fate of Finland be avoided. 
In Berlin and London the same lesson, in a less degree, is being 
taken to heart. In all these countries, one man has always known 
it, and he has shown that he can be patient and that he can wait.

Its enterprise was none 
too early begun and will not too rapidly advance, and it deserves 
all the acceleration that the organized and general trade leaders of

The purchase of the Dela- 
ware and Chesapeake canal, familiar proposal, is urged as a link to 
be provided. The construction of a canal across New Jersey to 
the Delaware river is favored, with the sensible proposal that the 
states of New Jersey and Pennsylvania be put under contribution 
for a share of its cost. For these a plan is proposed of a width of 
ninety feet and a clear depth of twelve, with ample takings of right 
of way to provide for increase to 125 feet width and twenty-five 
feet depth as a later proceeding.

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With the line now sharply drawn, with the door closed on land- 
buying and a limit set on leasing, the future holds the showing of 


The commission's duties are manifold, arduous and in some 
iisstances intricate. It is to direct manufacturers and business men 
as io the way their places are to be run so as best to safeguard the 
employee, and the power lies in them to enforce all laws regulating 
safety appliances, sanitary measures and hours of work. It will 
aiso direct the employees regarding the manner of their work and 
their observance of rules and regulations and act as arbitrator when- 
ever there is a question of wages or hours of employment. The 
commission supersedes the state liability board of awards, the com- 
missioner of labor statistics, the chief inspector of mines. the chief 
inspector of workshops and factories, the chief examiner of steam 
engines, board of, boiler rules and state board of arbitration and con- 
ciliation. The commission's acts and findings are subject to the 
review only of the supreme court of the state and the executive has 
no authority over its work. 

The labor representative of the commission has expressed at 
considerable length an opinion full of confidence and faith in the 
generally beneficial results to be accomplished. He says in part: 

“The new law specially provides that the industrial commission 
shall endeavor to adjust disputes, and if possible avoid strikes and 
lockouts. Ido not believe in compulsory arbitration, but I do believe 
in conciliatory measures whereby such a body as the commission 
might be instrumental in bringing the employer and employee 
together to settle their differences. Instead of wasting immense 
sums in fights between employers and employees, why not save them 
and use them for mutual benefit ?” 

These are only a few of the many reliefs hoped to be accom- 
plished by this and kindred legislation upon the subject in question. 
But should this alone be a result and should Ohio. show labor and 
capital a means other than the strike or boycott whereby to settle 
their differences, and there is a belief in the state that a way has 
been found, the new law will be epoch making. 


That large numbers of women, young and of 
old, are inwardly rebellious against the cos-
